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THE PERFORMANCE-TESTING PROGRAM AT HOPKINS STOCK FARM 


Because we believe there is more to producing top cattle for profit than readily 
meets the eye, we have been doing some weighing for the past year. The results 
have been helpful to us and we are passing them on in the hope they will also be 
helpful to you. 

Since our calves are coming at all times of the year, we weigh three times each 
year in order to keep them weighed within the required age limits for weaning. On 
October 1st all Junior calves (January Ist to April 30th) are weighed and weights 
adjusted to 215 days. ‘‘Adjusted weight’’ means taking everything into considera- 
tion to give each calf a fair, comparable weight. Variations are allowed for sex of 
the calf, age at weaning, and the age of the dam. The actual weights recorded at 
this time are the ‘‘on test’’ weights used for our feed lot gain test. 

One hundred twenty days later, February Ist, these calves are weighed again 
to conclude their feed lot test. On this same date the calves that were dropped 
from May Ist to August 30th are weighed in for their weaning weight and the be- 
ginning of their feed lot test, which is concluded June Ist. At this time the Senior 
calves (September Ist to December 31st) are weighed in and started on test, this 
concluding test to be October Ist. 

Our plan and method for performance-testing was worked out in cooperation 
with the University of Illinois. The weighing schedule followed is the one we be- 
lieve most suitable for producers of purebred cattle. All weighing-in is done by 
County Extension Director, Howard Tolley. Weights are analyzed and adjusted 
by the University of Illinois College of Agriculture. The calves are graded by a 
committee of three stockmen. 

Performance-testing to us not only means greater weight for age, but a con- 
stant check on the production of our cows, their milking ability, their prolificacy, 
and their ability to produce the right type. We endeavor to produce these fasty 
gaining calves without excessive fat, thus developing the much desired red meat 
type. Shorthorn bulls of the right type, that are proved to be fast-gaining bulls 
will produce calves of the right conformation with a 215-day weight of 550 to 600 
pounds. This we think is difficult for other breeds to match, and will further sub- 
stantiate the famous Shorthorn slogan ‘‘Best in Every Weigh.’’ We do not hesitate 
to steer a fast-gaining bull if he does not grade Choice or Fancy. 

We are proud of the performance-testing records of bulls being offered, which 
are noted in footnotes.

2. All bulls are guaranteed breeders, provided they are not allowed to 
serve when under 14 months of age, or allowed to run with the herd 
when under 20 months of age. In case of failure of a bull to be a 
breeder notice shall be given to the seller within six months of date 
of purchase, or by the time the bull is 20 months of age, if purchased 
under 14 months of age. 


3. With the exception of heiters sold under 14 months of age, all females 
are guaranteed breeders. Heifers under two years of age shall not 
be served by a heavy or old bull. Cows or heifers sold as bred, or safe 
in calf, not proving to be in calf must be reported to the seller within 
three months after date of sale.
